BRAZILIAN CENTENNIAL 


T h e D e p a r tm e n t of Commerce lias called the attention of 
the people of this country to the proposed Brazilian Centennial, 
and suggests that private interests combine for the purpose of 
participating in the exposition, constructing an exhibit, build­ 
ing, etc. 
* The Departm ent states that the sum of $1,000,000 set aside 
by Congress for purposes of American participation will be used 
in part for the construction of an official exposition building in 
which only the exhibits prepared by the various departm ents of 
the U. S. Government will be housed. 
These* exhibits will be rep­ 
resentative of the work carried on by the government and will be 
such as to com{)ly with the request of Brazil when it extended 
the invitation to participate. 
They will consist of exhibits of 
forestry, mining, fishing and agriculture. 
Congress has not per­ 
mitted any of the sum alloted to la; used for the construction of 
ii building to house private American exhibits, and neither has 
the Brazilian government. 
It is thought th a t the Brazilian Centennial can be used as a 
great trade catcher. 
This country well knows the value of fairs, 
exhibits, etc., in developing sales. 
An American combination 
equipped with space devoted to the housing of a bang-up exhibit 
of American products would be a splendid incentive to increased 
commercial relations with the hest friend we have in South Amer­ 
ica— Brazil.

T h e U n i t e d S t a t e s government fully appreciates the loyal 
services of the gallant defenders of their country in the World 
w ar. 
A bonus lull has already passed the 'House and is expected 
to also pass the Senate in an amended form. 
It may not be generally known that, pouring out of its funds 
a t the rate of more than $1,000,000 fo r every day in the year, 
including Sundays, the United States government, through the 
V eterans’ Bureau, is already doing more for former service men 
than any other country in the world, despite the fact th a t Am eri­ 
can losses were the lowest of any country iii tin1 World war. 
Colonel Forbes, director of the V eterans’ Bureau, made this 
statement. 
Ile explained that the government just now is paying- 
out $700 a year per man in cash and for medical treatm ent and 
other benefits for former service men who are in need of assist­ 
ance. A total of 649,588 persons are on the rolls of the Veterans’ 
Bureau as beneficiaries. 
The Bureau will this year spend $438,- 
122,400 to buy direct and indirect aid for former service men and 
their relatives. Next year the Bureau plans to spend $455,232,702 
according to the budget estimate now before Congress.

IMPORT TIDE RINI NO 


T r a d e figures for February issued by the D epartm ent of 
Commerce shows in dollars the rising tide of European goods 
on American shores. 
The figures also set forth the lessening of 
American exports to Europe. 
Imports from Europe last month were valued at $71,484,521, 
as against $68,113,403 in January and $54,830,045 in February a 
year ago. 
Exports to Europe last month amounted to $128,956,- 
140. as compared with $148,939,246 in January and $238,816,430 
in February, 1921. 
Notable among the figures as to countries were those relating 
to Germany, from which country the United States im ported goods 
valued at $3,901,154 last month, almost double the value of Ger­ 
m an goods which entered the country in February, 1921, when the 
German mark had a higher value.

LAST SHIPMENT OK DEAD 


T h e t a s k of the United States of removing its soldier dead 
from f rance was completed with the arrival in New York harbor 
last week with 1.224 bodies of members of the American expedi­ 
tionary forces who died in France. 
This makes approximately 
Hi OOO American soldier dead who have been returned from 
France for burial in this country. 
The bodies of 38,000 soldiers 
remain in France and will be concentrated at American cemeteries 
in that country. 
A Congressional committee met the Cambria at Now York 
port and conducted apprporiate ceremonies, and on Sunday there 
was an imposing demonstration in honor of the dead heroes. 


( OST OK GOVERNMENT 


A s t a t e m e n t issued by the T reasury Departm ent shows that 
the cost of government is 30 per cent lower now than a year ago. 
Thus far this fiscal year, which began July I last, the government 
has disbursed $2,412,000,000 under the heading of ordinary ex­ 
penditures. 
F or the corresponding period of the last fiscal year, 
expenditures amounted to $3,502,000,000, an excess of $1,090,- 
000,000 over the current period. President H arding’s demand for 
economy in all government atfairs is believed to be mainly re­ 
sponsible for the decrease.
